KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) — 
The cold war has done what 
physical hardship and the threat 
o f death couldn’t do. It has 
itopped men from climbing the 
Himalayan Mountains.

climbers who want to attempt 
peaks in the mountain chain 
along Nepal’s border with Red- 
ruled Tibet.

If any institution is respectrd and 
respectable today the \\nrld over it la 
the Salvation Ai ni>. 
^ et its founding 
100 years ago scandalized and shoi k- 
ed Victorian England 
This hvprocitical. tea-M[)ping .soc­ 
iety, nliere even piano legs were re­ 
ferred to as "limbs.'’ uas scandalized 
that anyone should dare to point to 
the vice and crime and degradation 
that festered behind its faiade of po­ 
lite gentihtv. 
It was shocked that anyone could 
consider thieves and drunkards and 
beggars as victims of circumstance 
and not willful sinners, and actually 
go among them and attempt to elevate 
their lives and their aspirations 
The "anvone” was William Booth, 
a dedicated voung minister working 
with the impoverished masses of Lon­ 
don''- slums. 
He 
soon 
learned 
that 
notliing 
could be accomplished by preaching to 
people with empty stomachs. 
No one 
could be led to God. he found if he 
were rejected by societv 
•As a result, he .set up .soup kitch­ 
ens provided shelter 
for 
homeless 
men and. later, rescue homes for “ fal­ 
len women ’’ His object was not hand­ 
out.'- hut the physical and moral means 


to enable these people to achieve self- 
respect and independenc«. 


The Salvation Army was horn The 
vear was 1865.

thinker who attacked all the injus­ 
tices of the political

He advocated a pro­ 
gram of reform that included rehabili­ 
tation homes for alcoholics, nursery 
care for children of working mother.s, 
schools for poor children, lovv-income 
housing, probation for first offender.s 
and a missing per.sons bureau. 
Me even went so far as to a.ssert 
that the government owed every man 
the food necessary to keep him alive 
while he searched for work 
Inevitably. Booth was considered a 
dangerous radic'al. Early Salvationists 
weie .scorned bv the “ better” classes, 
even attacked bv mobs and sent to

A — You may have a normal 
blood sugar level and no sugar 
In the urine and still have a 
condition known as prediabetes. 
If so you will eventually get dia­ 
betes and your doctor may want 
to start you right away on small 
doses of insulin or tolbutamide. 
It is. however, of greater im­ 
portance not to allow yourself 
to he overweight and to avoid 
cortisone and all related drugs. 
On the other hand you may 
have a rarer form of diabetes 
—diabetes insipidus which is in 
no way related to sugar dia­ 
betes 
In this disease there is 
no sugar in the urine but there 
is an abnormal thirst and large 
quantities of urine are passed 
every day. If you have this dis­ 
ease your doctor may want to 
give you injections of vasopres­ 
sin and doses of chlorothiazide 
by mouth. 
Q— What causes intestinal 
flu^ 
A — Since the influenza viru.s- 
es do not invade the tissues of 
the digestive tract there 
is. 
strictly speaking, no such thing 
as intestinal flu. If a person gets 
an acute digestive upset with 
vomiting and diarrhea at about 
the same time he has influenza, 
•r if he gets such an upset that 


lasts several days, this is popu­ 
larly called intestinal flu. The 
cause is usually some form of 
food poisoning. 
Q — Because thyroid tablets 
sometimes cause me to be ner­ 
vous and irritable wouldn’t kelp 
tablets in the proper amount 
without other medication control 
my thyroid deficiency? 
A — For a thyroid deficiency 
there is nothing better than 
thyroid extract. If this causes 
nervousness or other undesir­ 
able symptoms the dose should 
be reduced. Kelp, a seaweed, is 
rich in iodine. Iodine in small 
daily doses is a help in prevent­ 
ing simple goiters but is of no 
value in treatment after a goiter 
has formed. 
Q — What is Hammond-Rick’s 
disease and what is the treat­ 
ment for it? 
A — There is a Hamman-Rich 
disease which is characterized 
by the development of scar tis­ 
sue in the lungs without any ajv 
parent cause. Low-grade infec­ 
tions in the lungs, interference 
with the lung’s blood supply and 
high blood pressure have been 
suggested as possible causative 
factors. U.sually both lungs are 
uniformly affected and breath­ 
ing becomes more and more dif­ 
ficult. This is a serious disease 
for which there is no satisfac­ 
tory treatment. Cortison or re­ 
lated drugs give some relief.

n't exchange their jobs for a 
king's ransom. 
They are enthusiastic about 
their work, and even though they 
get tired, they are seldom bored. 
The pride a teacher takes in the 
accomplishments of "her chil­ 
dren” is second only to that of 
a doting parent. 
And with teachers’ salaries 
going up. most teachers won’t 
go over the hill to the poor- 
house A recent graduate, for 
example, usually earns consid­ 
erably more than 
her 
class­ 
mates who take secretarial po­ 
sitions. 
But there is one thorn amid 
the roses that is seldom empha­ 
sized or even discussed. 
Be­ 
cause of It. teaching unfortun­ 
ately. is not for every intelligent, 
promising, dedicated young per­ 
son who wants to do something 
worth-while for society as well 
as earn a living. That thorn is 
discipline 
Somehow , the whole matter of 
discipline is 
glossed 
over by 
schools of education 
A pros­ 
pective teacher is i c i r e e l y 


aware of its importance until 
she crashes into the problem, 
head-on, in student teaching on 
her first job. 
And the sad truth is this. No 
matter what other fine qualities 
a teacher may have, no matter 
how creatively she may teach, 
no matter how much she loves 
children — if she can’t keep 
di.scipline, she won’t keep her 
job. 
1 would hazard a guess that 
more women teachers have left 
the profession, either by request 
or choice, because of discipline 
problems than for all other rea­ 
sons combined. Since inability 
to keep discipline is a hush- 
hu.sh topic, they may not admit 
the real rea.son, even to them­ 
selves. But it’s there. 
So before setting her heart on 
a career in education, I suggest 
that every prospective teacher 
do some experimenting with dis­ 
cipline — either in baby-sitting, 
camp counseling, or actual prac­ 
tice (perhaps through a Future 
Teachers of America clubi. II 
she tells Junior to keep quiet, 
and he proceeds to yell at the 
top of his lungs — perhaps she 
should heed the warning signal. 
.Some people are born discipli­ 
narians •— and they look every 
inch the part. Others can learn 
enough to get along. But for a 
lew gentle souls, keeping disci­ 
pline is such a continual uphill 
struggle, it isn’t worth the ef- 
foi*t. Better they should put their 
talents to use in a field where 
they are appreciated 
for the 
fine qualities they CAN offer.
